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FCC  Docket  Proposes  New  Band  for  Packet 
Backbone,  Other  Point-to  Point  Links 


In  response  to  a  request  by  the  American  Radio 
Relay  League  (ARRL),  the  Federal  Communi¬ 
cations  Commission  has  proposed  in  ET  Docket  93- 
40  to  establish  a  secondary  allocation  for  the  Ama¬ 
teur  Service  in  the  219-220  MHz  band  to  be  used 
for  amateur  auxiliary  station  (point-to-point)  packet 
backbone  and  other  amateur  point-to-point  fixed 
communications.  The  Commission  also  proposed 
operating  limits  and  other  measures  to  ensure  that 
such  amateur  operations  do  not  cause  interference 
to  primary  operations  in  and  adjacent  to  the  219- 
220  MHz  band. 

The  FCC  noted  that  these  systems  can  be  used 
in  times  of  emergency  when  other  communications 
facilities  are  out  of  service  or  overloaded  to  ef¬ 
ficiently  carry  a  large  volume  of  messages,  and  that 
amateurs  plan  to  use  wideband  backbone  packet 
radio  networks  to  provide  intercity  links  of  their 
local  packet  radio  systems. 

In  its  petition,  ARRL  asked  the  Commission  to 
authorize  access  by  amateurs  on  a  secondary  basis 
to  the  216-220  MHz  band  for  amateur  wideband 
packet  networks  and  other  point-to-point  fixed 
communications  services.  ARRL  argued  that  crowd¬ 
ed  conditions  on  the  existing  bands,  particularly  in 


urban  areas,  prevented  completion  of  a  nationwide 
backbone  packet  network  following  the  loss  of 
access  to  the  220-222  MHz  band. 

The  Commission  is  proposing  to  authorize 
amateur  wideband  packet  point-to-point  communi¬ 
cations  and  other  point-to-point  fixed  communi¬ 
cations  on  a  secondary  basis  in  the  219-220  MHz 
band.  The  Commission  said  it  believes  this  will 
foster  technological  experimentation  and  innovation, 
particularly  with  higher  data  rates,  and  facilitate  the 
construction  of  a  nationwide  packet  data  backbone 
network.  The  Commission  expects  that  this  action 
will  relieve  congestion  in  the  222-225  MHz  band  in 
certain  geographic  areas.  The  Commission  said  the 
amateurs’  ability  to  perform  interference  analysis, 
the  directional  nature  of  the  proposed  services,  and 
the  secondary  status  of  this  proposed  allocation 
should  adequately  protect  all  primary  and  existing 
secondary  operations  in  and  adjacent  to  the  219-220 
MHz  band. 

The  comment  deadline  will  be  announced  later, 
when  the  complete  text  of  the  Notice  of  Proposed 
Rule  Making  is  available.

The  League, 
in  its  comments,  opposed  repeater  control  operator 
privileges  for  Novices  on  the  grounds  that  such 
would  extend  Novice  privileges  beyond  the  intent  of 
the  license,  and  noted  that  the  Technician  Class, 
also  an  "entry  level"  license,  provides  such  privil¬ 
eges.

OUR  REPEATER  AND  WELCOME  TO  IT 
To  the  editor: 

I  would  like  to  welcome  everyone  t<Fthe  new 
Merrill  Repeater  and  the  Merrill  Repeater  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Its  operating  frequency  is  146.97  output,  with 
a  minus  600  kHz  offset.  The  repeater,  although 
modest,  is  new,  state-of-the-art  Icom,  Motorola, 
Wacom,  TE  Systems,  and  Diamond  equipment, 
controlled  by  an  S-Com  7K  Controller. 

The  repeater,  first  located  on  a  hill  south  of 
Merrill,  was  soon  exchanged  for  a  better  location. 
The  present  site  is  located  on  Irma  Hill,  just  north 
of  Merrill,  with  an  elevation  of  1760  feet  plus  a 
hundred  feet  of  tower  height,  for  a  total  of  1860 
feet.  The  repeater  has  been  in  operation  since 
September  12,  1992.  4 

It  is  a  wide-area  coverage  repeater,  and  oper¬ 
ates  with  a  power  of  100  watts. 

The  Merrill  Repeater  Association  was  formed 
and  held  its  first  meeting  September  12,  1992.  The 
club  membership  du^  are  $20  annually  per  house¬ 
hold,  and  include  autopatch  privileges.  911  access 
is  available  for  emergencies  for  all  hams  by 
pressing  911*  on  their  keypad.

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EarthBreeze  Balloon  and  Package 
Disappear,  Not  Recovered 


The  Wisconsin  Amateur  Radio  Balloon  As¬ 
sociation  (WARBA)  launched  a  balloon-carried 
package  on  January  30,  1993.  The  package  was  a 
simple  one,  carrying  a  50-milliwatt  beacon  transmit¬ 
ting  on  14.317  MHz.  Not  long  after  launch,  the 
beacon’s  CW  rate  went  to  WARP  10,  an  estimated 
speed  of  100  words  per  minute.  The  high  CW 
speed  was  attributed  to  changes  in  components  from 
the  extreme  cold  at  flight  altitude.  Reports  were 
received  for  a  while,  including  from  the  west  coast 
and  a  PJ2  station.  Not  long  after  that,  nothing 
further  was  heard  from  the  package. 

The  flight  was  intended  to  be  a  round-the- 
world  trip,  but  WARBA  theorizes  that  the  package 
descended  to  earth  somewhere  in  the  ninth  call  area. 
The  package  has  not  been  recovered. 

WARBA  is  planning  for  its  next  flights, 
including  one  which  WARBA’s  Steve  Loeffler, 
WB9ZRE,  says  will  be  "spectacular."  He  says  that 
no  other  details  will  be  released  until  all  plans  are 
firm  and  needed  items  are  in  hand.

RF  Guidelines  Proposed 

The  FCC  has  proposed  changing  its  guidelines 
for  evaluating  environmental  RF  radiation,  to  reflect 
the  guidelines  adopted  in  1992  by  the  American 
National  Standards  Institute  (ANSI)  and  the  Institute 
of  Electrical  and  Electronic  Engineers,  Inc.  (IEEE). 

"The  new  guidelines  differ  significantly  from 
those  they  replace,"  the  Commission  said.  "For 
example  two  ‘tiers’  of  exposure  levels  are  now 
recommended,  one  for  ‘controlled’  environments, 
and  another,  generally  more  restrictive,  for 
‘uncontrolled’  environments.  Also,  new  restrictions 
are  placed  on  currents  induced  in  the  human  body 
by  RF  fields  below  100  MHz. 

"Another  significant  change  is  the  imposition  of 
stricter  limitations  on  automatic  exclusions  for 
low-power  devices,  such  as  hand-held  radios  and 
telephones,  based  on  operating  pdfver.  The  1982 
guidelines  generally  excluded  such  devices  with 
powers  of  seven  watts  or  less.  The  new  guidelines 
contain  more  complex  and  more  restrictive  criteria 
for  such  exclusions,  with  allowable  power  decreas¬ 
ing  as  frequency  increases."

Scholarship  Availability 
Announced  by  Foundation 
for  Amateur  Radio 

Two  Wisconsin  Clubs  Offer  Total 
of  $5,000  in  Scholarships 

The  Foundation  for  Amateur  Radio,  Inc., 
a  non-profit  organization  with  headquarters  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  plans  to  administer  forty- 
seven  scholarships  for  the  academic  year  1993- 
1994  to  assist  licensed  Radio  Amateurs.  The 
Foundation,  composed  of  fifty  local  Washing- 
ton-area  Amateur  Radio  clubs,  fully  funds  five 
of  these  scholarships  with  the  income  from 
grants  and  its  annual  Hamfest.  The  remaining 
42  are  administered  by  the  Foundation  without 
cost  to  the  various  donors. 

Licensed  radio  amateurs  may  compete  for 
these  awards  if  they  plan  to  pursue  a  full-time 
course  of  studies  beyond  high  school  and  are 
enrolled  or  have  been  accepted  for  enrollment  at 
an  accredited  university,  college  or  technical 
school.  The  awards  range  from  $500  to  $2000, 
with  preference  given  in  some  cases  to  residents 
of  specified  geographical  areas  or  the  pursuit  of 
certain  study  programs. 

Clubs  are  encouraged  to  announce  these 
opportunities  at  their  meetings,  on  their  nets, 
during  training  classes,  and  in  their  club  news¬ 
letters. 

The  two  Wisconsin  clubs  and  their  scholar¬ 
ships  administered  by  FAR  are: 

South  Milwaukee  Amateur  Radio  Club: 
SMARC  offers  four  $500  scholarships.  The  ap¬ 
plicants  must  be  licensed  radio  amateurs,  pur¬ 
suing  an  associate  or  baccalaureate  degree  in 
Electrical  Engineering  or  Engineering  Tech¬ 
nology  from  an  accredited  college  or  university 
anywhere  in  the  United  States.  These  scholar¬ 
ships  are  open  to  applicants  in  Illinois,  Indiana, 
and  Wisconsin,  with  preference  given  to  Wis¬ 
consin  applicants. 

West  Allis  Radio  Amateur  Club:  The 
WARAC  makes  available  three  $1000  scholar¬ 
ships.  Applicants  must  be  licensed  radio  ama¬ 
teurs  and  plan  to  attend  a  Wisconsin  school  with 
a  minimum  goal  of  an  Associate  degree.  These 
awards  are  available  to  Wisconsin  hams  only. 

Residents  of  the  Wisconsin  area  may  meet 
the  requirements  of  some  of  the  other  scholar¬ 
ships.  Additional  information  and  an  application 
form  can  be  requested  by  letter  or  QSL  card, 
postmarked  prior  to  April  30,  1993,  from  FAR

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SMELLAVISION

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New  Invention  Will  AAean  Better,  AAore  Realistic  Television 


Editor’s  Note:  For  many  years,  innovative  inventions  from  the 
lavbratory  of  Vrah  Remah,  J8XGN+1,  have  brought  us  better  things  for 
better  living.  Vrah,  now  semi-retired,  agreed  that  we  should  publish  again 
news  about  what  was  probably  his  greatest  invention:  Smellavision.  The 
revelation  about  Smellavision  first  appeared  in  Yellow  Thunder  Smoke 
Signals  in  April,  1974. 


All  aromas  or  odors  are  a  composition  of  basic  chemical  mixtures  in 
various  proportions.  Therefore,  a  simple  means  of  reproducing  these 
aromas  can  be  accomplished  by  the  following  methods. 

A  subcarrier  transmits  coded  pulses  in  time  sequence  to  the  Smel¬ 
lavision  receiver.  These  pulses  serve  to  operate  electric  valves  on  the 
pressure  system  of  basic  chemical  atomizers  which,  when  operated  in 


unision  with  proper  amounts,  will  cause  the  desired  aroma  or  odor  to  be 
emitted  through  a  special  louver  on  the  front  of  the  receiver. 

Included  must  be  a  special  anti-skunk  or  undesirable  mixture  device  to 
prevent  noise  pulses  from  causing  unbearable  odors  to  emanate  from  the 
device. 

Chemical  analysis  and  electronic  mixing  of  the  pulses  at  the  transmitter 
for  various  program  uses  will  be  a  new  transformation  art,  which  will 
require  use  of  a  new  formula,  still  not  fully  derived  at  this  writing.  These 
things  do  take  time.  A  basic  drawing  illustrating  the  device  is  above,  and 
should  serve  to  show  the  basic  functions.

FASTBACK  Backups

FASTBACK  is  a  popular  software  program  that 
is  used  to  backup  a  hard  drive  onto  floppy  diskettes. 
The  higher  the  density  of  the  floppies  you  use  to  do 
the  backup,  the  fewer  the  floppies  that  will  be 
required  to  do  it. 

The  FASTBACK  program  version  3.0,  by 
default,  will  format  the  floppies  for  the  backup  at  a 
higher  density  than  the  standard  DOS.  For  example, 
a  V/i"  high  density  disk  (that  DOS  formats  to  1.44 
meg)  will  be  formatted  to  1.88  meg  by 
FASTBACK.  This  is  a  desirable  feature  as  this 
program  will  take  fewer  floppies  to  backup  your 
hard  drive. 

Beware  that  there  are  traps  that  can  catch  you 
using  this  expanded  format  capability  of 
FASTBACK.  A  coworker  and  I  have  been  trapped 
when  we  used  this  expanded  format,  in  that  we 
could  not  read  the  floppies  to  do  a  restore.  In  my 
case,  I  was  attempting  to  restore  hard  drives  on 
two  computers.  I  had  done  the  backup  before 
starting  changes  in  hardware.  The  first  hardware 


change  was  the  installation  of  a  new  hard  drive  and 
controller  card,  which  also  included  a  new  disk 
controller  card.  With  this  change,  the  restore 
operation  on  the  286  machine  was  successful.  The 
original  hard  drive  was  installed  into  an  XT  along 
with  its  associated  control  card.  A  new  high  density 
floppy  controller  card  was  installed  into  the  XT  to 
gain  that  capability  in  the  XT.  The  same  3 xh"  drive 
was  temporarily  installed  into  the  XT  to  do  the 
restore.  Now  the  restore  was  unsuccessful;  the 
combination  would  not  read  the  diskettes.  I  made 
the  assumption  that  it  might  be  my  setup  and  did 
not  think  much  about  it. 


My  recommendation  is:  when  using  FASTBACK 
version  3.0,  you  select  the  DOS  format  to  do  the 
backup.  The  floppies  will  then  be  formatted  at  the 
normal  DOS  density  for  the  floppy  size  and  format 
size  selected.  This  will  give  you  assurance  that, 
whatever  the  components  that  need  to  be  replaced 
(or  switched  around),  you  still  can  do  a  restore,  o

would  not  read  the  floppies  when  he  attempted  to 
do  the  restore.

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ARRL  RF  Touch  Lamps  Interference  Info 


RF  Touch  lamps  are  RF-operated  devices  that 
often  cause,  or  are  susceptible  to,  EMI  problems. 
They  have  a  free-running  oscillator  that  is  very 
broad  and  rich  in  harmonic  energy.  This  oscillator 
is  hooked  up  to  a  touch  plate  that  changes  the 
frequency  of  the  oscillator  when  a  hand  is  placed 
near  the  plate.  Unfortunately,  this  plate  also  acts  as 
an  antenna,  radiating  some  of  the  energy  of  the 
oscillator,  or  picking  up  nearby  radio  signals.  When 
the  former  happens,  it  can  interfere  with  other 
services.  When  the  latter  happens,  the  circuitry 
inside  the  lamp  reacts  the  same  way  that  it  would 
when  the  plate  is  touched  —  the  lamp  changes  states 
from  "off"  to  "on". 

Although  cases  of  moderate  interference  can 
sometimes  be  cured  by  using  a  "brute-force"  type 
AC-line  filter  and/or  a  common-mode  choke  (see 
the  ARRL  Book,  Radio  Frequency  Interference  — 
How  to  Find  It  and  Fix  It  for  more  information 
about  AC-line  filters  and  common-mode  chokes) 
most  cases  will  require  internal  modification  to  the 
lamp. 

For  a  number  of  different  reasons  (you  may 
be  blamed  if  anything  EVER  goes  wrong  with 
the  lamp  or  house  wiring)  you  do  not  want  to 
perform  this  modification  on  equipment  that  is 
not  your  own.  Remember  —  house  AC  power  is 
dangerous.  These  modifications  must  only  be 
performed  by  qualified  service  personnel! 

Here  are  some  reprints  from  QST  "Hints  and 
Kinks": 

■  ■  ■  ■ 

RFI  and  Touch-Controlled  Lamps.  I  have 
found  a  simple  cure  for  those  touch-controlled 
lamps  that  turn  themselves  on  and  off  during  nearby 
radio  tranmissions.  In  my  case,  40-meter  operation 
gave  the  most  trouble,  with  75-meter  operation  a 
close  second.  Higher  frequencies  presented  no 
problem.  (I  use  a  ground-mounted  vertical  antenna 


through  which  AC  line  voltage  is  routed  and  which 
has  a  wire  connected  to  the  metal  base  of  the  lamp. 
WHen  the  lamp  is  plugged  in,  the  lamp  signal  is 
present  at  all  times,  regardless  of  whether  the  lamp 
is  on  or  off.  In  my  attempts  to  eliminate  the  inter¬ 
ference,  I  tried  a  commercial  AC  filter,  coiling  the 
lamp  cord  on  some  ferrite  material  and  other  such 
approaches  without  success. 

To  make  sure  the  lamp  my  wife  had  was  not 
defective,  I  borrowed  a  similar  lamp  from  a  neigh¬ 
bor  to  try  it.  I  found  it  to  perform  in  exactly  the 
same  manner,  except  that  the  frequency  of  oscil¬ 
lation  was  somewhat  different.  There  is  no  manu¬ 
facturer  or  distributor  name  on  the  lamp  or  packing 
container.  The  lamp  was  made  in  Taiwan. 

I  am  writing  so  that  others  who  may  be  ex¬ 
periencing  similar  difficulties  may  have  some  idea 
of  the  probable  source  of  interference.  After  I 
described  what  I  discovered  to  a  ham  friend,  he 
realized  that  such  a  unit  had  been  causing  inter¬ 
ference  to  his  station  for  more  than  a  month.

NASA  Presents  Public  Service 
Medal  to  Gene  Roddenberry 

Gene  Roddenberry ,  creator  of  the  Star  Trek 
television  series,  posthumously  received 
NASA’s  Distinguished  Public  Service  Medal  on 
Jan.  30.  The  medal  was  presented  to  his  widow, 
Majel  Barrett  Roddenberry,  by  NASA  Admini¬ 
strator  Dan  Goldin  in  a  ceremony  at  the  Smith- 
sonian’s  National  Air  and  Space  Museum  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

Roddenberry  is  credited  with  popularizing 
the  exploration  of  space  through  the  original 
Star  Trek  television  series,  six  motion  pictures 
and  the  spinoff  television  series  Star  Trek:  The 
Next  Generation.  His  vision  of  a  positive  future 
for  the  human  race,  as  well  as  die  social  and 
artistic  content  of  the  series,  have  enjoyed 
enormous  success  and  popularity  since  the 
original  Star  Trek  premiered  on  television  in 
1966. 

The  impact  of  his  program  was  recognized 
in  the  U.S.  space  program  as  the  first  Space 
Shuttle  was  named  Enterprise  after  the  spaceship 
in  Star  Trek.  Many  people,  including  astronauts 
and  others  involved  in  the  space  program,  cite 
Star  Trek  as  being  an  early  influence  on  their 
lives. 

The  citation  accompanying  the  medal  reads: 
"For  distinguished  service  to  the  Nation  and  the 
human  race  in  presenting  the  exploration  of 
space  as  an  exciting  frontier  and  a  hope  for  the 
future." 

Gene  Roddenberry  died  in  October  1991.

for  80,  40  and  15  meters,  and  the  lamp  is  approx¬ 
imately  150  feet  from  the  antenna.  An  AC-line  filter 
at  the  lamp  did  not  eliminate  the  problem.) 

A  1-kohm  resistor  (in  series  with  the  signal 
input  lead  to  the  encapsulated  circuit  that  operates  v 
the  lamp)  cured  the  problem  for  me.  I  suppose  the 
required  resistor  value  would  vary  with  the  RF-field 
intensity  and  frequency.

More  on  RFT  to  Touch-Controlled  Lamps.  I 
had  the  same  problems  as  W70TC  with  a  touch- 
controlled  lamp  switched  on  and  off  by  my  trans¬ 
missions  (100  W  to  a  roof-mounted  vertical,  with 
two  radials  per  band).  The  problem  occurred  during 
operation  on  the  80-through  15-m  bands,  but  10-m 
operation  had  no  effect.  A  1-kohm  resistor  was  not 
a  complete  cure  in  my  case. 

A  3.3kohm  resistor  in  series  with  the  signal 
input  on  the  lamp  helped  on  all  bands  except  80  m 
(an  additional  1.8kohm  prevented  the  lamp  from 
functioning).  When  the  resistor  was  replaced  with 
an  RF  choke  (100  uH,  139  mA),  the  problem 
abated  on  all  bands  except  for  80  m.  On  80  m,  the 
interfering  signal  was  considerably  attenuated  by  the 
choke,  but  the  lamp  still  switched.  The  choke  alone 
may  be  enough  to  clear  up  the  problem  in  some 
cases. 

The  final  answer  turned  out  to  be  both  the  RF 
choke  and  a  1.8kohm  resistor  in  series  with  the 
signal-input  lead  to  the  touch-control  circuit.

Touch-Lamp  Transceiver.  When  my  wife  told 
me  she  had  bought  a  three-way  lamp  that  switched 
on  and  off  at  the  touch  of  any  of  its  metallic  parts, 

I  did  not  realize  she  had  purchased  a  transeiver.  I 
found  that  my  transmitted  signal  would  cause  the 
lamp  to  operate  exactly  as  if  I  had  touched  its  metal 
parts.  Later  I  discovered  a  raspy,  S8  signal  at  1875 
kHz  —  it  was  coming  from  the  lamp,  which  was 
located  three  rooms  away  on  a  different  AC  circuit. 
The  lamp  signal  is  present  from  40  meters  down. 
At  frequencies  from  20  meters  up,  my  operation  is 
undisturbed.

Now,  here  is  an  unassuming,  rather 
quiet,  and  very  busy  radio  amateur. 

He  came  into  this  world  on  May  26, 
1921,  but  did  not  immediately  get  his  ham 
license;  that  happened  in  May,  1949.  He 
upgraded  to  Advanced  Class  in  May  of 
1950  with  the  call  sign  W0WLN.  It  seems 
like  everything  was  happening  in  May. 

Bob’s  station  equipment  consists  of 
the  following:  Ten-Tec  Paragon,  Alda 
103,  Kenwood  TR-7625,  TR-7730,  TR- 
7950,  TH21A,  Gonset  GSB-2,  Santee  ST- 
220-ET,  Standard  SR-C146A,  Swan  FM- 
1210-A,  and  an  Icom  IC-25A. 

The  W0WLN  antenna  farm  is  almost 
entirely  in  the  attic,  where  there  is  a  3- 
band  dipole,  2-meter  J-Pole,  1/4-wave 
ground  plane,  DF  3-element  beam.

MARCH  4,  1993  MEETING 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  president,  Tom  Hrdina,  N9GEN,  at 
7:12  p.m.  Present  at  the  meeting  were:

(N9GEN)  from  Gad,  Jim  Sahr  (N9IFA) 
from  Lublin,  Joanne  Lundgren  (N9QVX) 
from  Sheldon,  and  guest  Lester  Laub  from 
Medford. 

The  reading  of  last  month’s  meeting 
minutes  were  dispensed  with,  as  most  of 
last  month’s  meeting  were  printed  in  Bad¬ 
ger  State  Smoke  Signals,  and  everyone 
present  agreed  to  not  have  them  re-read. 

The  treasurer’s  report  was  read  by 
the  current  treasurer,  N9QVX,  and  was 
approved  as  read. 

Some  members  commented  that  they 
were  surprised  to  see  that  Mike,  N9GHZ, 
made  it  to  the  meeting  five  or  ten  minutes 
early,  was  able  to  get  to  the  meeting  be¬ 
fore  they  were  able  to,  and  stated  that  I 
should  be  sure  that  I  would  state  so  in  the 
club’s  newsletter. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Mike  (N9GHZ)  mentioned  that  he 
was  contacted  by  the  Merrill  Repeater 
Association  (MRA),  the  sponsors  of  the 


146.370/146.970  repeater,  and  was  in¬ 
formed  that  they  received  some  commer¬ 
cial  6  meter  repeaters,  two  of  which  they 
have  already  given  away,  one  of  which 
they  are  keeping  for  themselves,  and  one 
that  they  are  considering  giving  to  a  club 
that  will  put  the  repeater  to  good  use, 
mainly  to  re-crystal  the  repeater  for  the  6 
meter  amateur  band,  and  to  get  it  up  and 
running  as  a  6  meter  voice  repeater.  They 
are  taking  letters  from  the  area  clubs  to  try 
and  determine  who  the  best  candidate  is  to 
receive  the  free  repeater  system. 

The  repeater  comes  with  the  duplex¬ 
es  and  autopatch.  By  the  time  you  read 
this,  they  may  have  already  decided  who 
they  will  give  it  to.  Mike  (N9GHZ)  makes 
a  motion  to  have  a  letter  written  or  typed 
by  the  club  secretary  stating  that  there  isn’t 
enough  interest  by  the  club  members  at 
this  time  in  the  6  meter  repeater,  as  only  a 
few  members  have  6  meter  equipment,  and 
those  members  only  have  SSB  and  CW,  no 
FM.  Also,  we  are  "busy"  enough  with 
keeping  a  two  meter  repeater  on  the  air, 
and  we  are  also  in  the  process  of  getting 
the  Emergency  Communications  Bus 
equipped  with  Amateur  Radio  gear,  so  we 
will  be  tied  up  with  these  projects.  Bemie 
(KA9WDX)  seconds  the  motion  and  the 
motion  carried. 

Mike  (N9GHZ)  mentioned  that  he 
received  a  letter  from  the  Wisconsin  De¬ 
partment  of  Transportation  with  regards  to 
the  Adopt-A-Highway  program  that  was 
dated  February  12,  1993.  In  the  letter  it 
states  that  our  club  has  been  approved  for 
the  segment  of  Highway  64  west  of  Med¬ 
ford  from  Sunset  Road  to  Wren  Drive. 
However,  since  it  had  been  about  a  year 
since  the  club  heard  from  the  WI  D.O.T., 
there  had  been  a  motion  made  and  second¬ 
ed  with  a  voice  vote,  at  the  December 
meeting,  to  abandon  our  application.

(N9GHZ)  to  get  a  new  transmitter  for  the 
repeater,  the  motion  was  seconded  by  Bob 
(KB9BLV),  and  the  motion  carried.  It  was 
stated  that  just  about  everything  has  been 
replaced  with  new  equipment,  except  the 
transmitter,  so  we  decided  that  we  should 
also  replace  the  transmitter.  Mike  (N9- 
GHZ)  stated  that  he  would  look  into  prices 
on  100%  duty  cycle  transmitters  for  use 
with  repeaters,  and  would  bring  this  info 
to  the  next  club  meeting.  It  was  discussed 
that  the  transmitter  should  have  from  25- 
50  watts  output  power,  and  it  was  agreed 
to  by  the  club  members  present.

N9JMA  also  has  some  6-meter  re¬ 
peaters  obtained  through  emergency  gov¬ 
ernment.  The  Chippewa  County  Sheriff 
has  said  lie  will  allow  an  antenna  on  his 
tower  for  emergency  use.  Some  of  these 
repeaters  are  also  to  be  used  for  packet. 
He  also  mentioned  the  possibility  of  ob¬ 
taining  some  additional  6-meter  handheld 
units  for  emergency  use. 

W9NNS  has  acquired  7  of  the  mobile 
units  from  this  lot  for  WAPR.  A  new  6- 
meter  backbone  is  being  planned  to  link 
Canada  and  the  Upper  Peninsula  to  Wis¬ 
consin. 

KA9HWN  reported  on  the  club 
trailer.  A  surge  brake  unit  is  available  for 
the  trailer.  The  lights  must  also  be  rewired 
and  some  of  the  light  lenses  replaced. 
KA9GTF  has  donated  some  light  lenses  for 
this  project.  He  wants  to  get  this  work 
done  as  quickly  as  possible  so  we  can  get 
the  trailer  licensed  by  spring.  He  suggested 


that  we  get  someone  to  volunteer  to  pull 
the  trailer  to  any  event  in  which  we  may 
participate  for  use  as  a  base  and  also  for 
the  publicity  it  may  gain  for  us.  The  major 
concern  is  finding  one  someone  with  a 
pickup  who  is  willing  to  pull  the  trailer. 

W9ZZI  made  a  motion  to  purchase 
the  brake  unit,  seconded  by  KC9NN,  and 
carried. 

N9RSU  brought  up  the  matter  of  the 
difficulty  in  bringing  up  the  autopatch  on 
the  KA9ELD  repeater.  He  thought  that 
perhaps  the  controller  should  be  replaced. 
N9JMA  asked  about  the  number  of  calls 
on  this  machine  and  wondered  if  maybe 
the  autopatch  should  be  disconnected  to 
save  the  club  money.  KB9EUP  said  that 
there  are  usually  more  calls  placed  on  the 
K9UXP  autopatch.  A  number  of  members 
stated  that  they  would  use  the  KA9ELD 
autopatch  more  if  it  were  easier  to  bring  it 
up.  W9BAR  pointed  out  that  the  autopatch 
is  costing  the  club  nothing,  since  the  phone 
line  must  be  there  for  control  of  the  re¬ 
peater  anyway.  W9NNS  said  that  it  is  now 
legal  to  control  the  repeater  by  radio.

ARKL  Bulletin  32 

The  FCC  has  proposed  to  change  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  content  of  amateur  messages 
relayed  by  high-speed  networks. 

On  March  22,  1993,  the  cottmission  announced 
action  in  docket  93-85,  in  Notice  of  Proposed 
Rule  Making  93-154,  proposing  to  establish  "A 
compliance  policy  for  amateur  stations  partici¬ 
pating  in  automatic  message  forwarding  systems, 
to  hold  the  licensee  of  the  station  originating 
a  message  and  the  licensee  of  the  first  forward¬ 
ing  station  primarily  accountable  for  violative 
conminicat  ions . 

"Under  this  approach,"  the  FCC  said, 
"Licensees  of  stations  that  only  retransmit 
messages  within  a  high  speed  message  forwarding 
system  would  not  be  held  accountable  for  commu¬ 
nications  they  forward  or  their  stations  re¬ 
transmit  unwittingly. 

"Under  the  current  rules,"  the  FCC  said, 
"each  amateur  licensee  is  fully  responsible  for 
assuring  that  the  contents  of  every  transmission 
from  his  or  her  station  complies  with  the  rules. 
This  requirement  was  not  a  burden  when  licensees 
sent  each  message  manually.  With  the  availabili¬ 
ty  of  digital  technology,  however,  some  licen¬ 
sees  have  tied  their  stations  together  into  high 
volume,  high  speed  message  forwarding  systems. 
The  stations  are  configured  so  that  each  message 
is  instantly  retransmitted  to  its  destination 
through  a  series  of  stations." 

"Because  message  screening  is  difficult 
with  these  automatic  systems  and  because  screen¬ 
ing  at  each  station  in  these  systems  diminishes 
the  advantage  of  high  speed,  the  commission 
proposed  holding  accountable  only  the  licensee 
of  the  originating  station  and  the  licensee  of 
the  first  station  in  a  high  speed  message  for¬ 
warding  system." 


ARRL  Special  Bulletin  3 

For  the  third  time  in  the  past  four  years 
an  ARRL  dignitary  has  been  named  the  Dayton 
Hamvention  Ham  of  the  Year.  This  year  the  winner 
is  Harry  J.  Dannals,  WZHD,  ARRL  president  from 
1972  to  1982.  Dannals  was  cited  for  his  three 
decades  of  volunteer  work  on  behalf  of  Amateur 
Radio  in  ARRL  positions  ranging  from  section 
manager  to  the  top  spot  as  president. 

Harry  Dannals,  65,  currently  is  president 
of  the  Quarter  Century  Wireless  Club.  He  is 
retired  from  the  Sperry  Corporation  and  lives  in 
Charlottesville,  Virginia. 

The  Hamvention' s  Technical  Excellence  Award 
this  year  goes  to  AMSAT  Vice  President  of  Engi¬ 
neering  and  ARRL  Technical  Advisor  Richard 
Jans son,  WD4FAB.  Jansson  has  volunteered  his 
engineering  expertise  to  a  number  of  ARRL  book 
and  magazine  presentations,  and  for  AMSAT  has 
helped  in  the  design  of  several  Oscar  satel¬ 
lites.  Jansson,  62,  is  retired  and  lives  in 
Maitland,  Florida. 

Robert  Adams,  WA9ZM0,  was  picked  for  the 
Hamvention' s  Special  Achievement  Award,  for  his 
3,328  phone  patches  run  for  military  personnel 
during  the  1991  Gulf  war.  That  work  earned  Adams 
a  place  in  the  Guiness  Book  of  World  Records, 
according  to  the  Hamvention  Awards  Caimittee. 
Adams,  46,  is  a  decorated  veteran  of  the  Vietnam 
War.  He  lives  in  Palos  Heights,  Illinois.

But  of  the  symbols,  only 
one  —  aside  from  the  ARRL  diamond  —  has  become 
a  part  and  parcel  of  the  framework  of  Amateur 
Radio,  the  symbol  of  its  finest  traditions,  its 
long  and  glorious  history. 

That  symbol  is  the  Wbuff  Hong.  Every  ham 
should  know  its  origin. 

It  seems  to  us  that  new  is  a  good  time  to 
retell  the  story  of  this  famous  and  beloved  part 
of  the  very  fabric  of  Amateur  Radio.  Visitors  to 
Headquarters  and  to  W1AW  seeing  either  the 
original  or  one  of  the  many  replicas  in  our 
buildings,  ask  what  it  means.  New  members  of  the 
Royal  Order  of  the  Wouff  Hong,  initiated  during 
the  midnight  convocations  of  the  Order  at  League 
Conventions,  ask,  "But  where  did  it  come  from, 
in  the  beginning?" 

It  started  back  in  1917,  in  the  very  earil- 
est  days  of  the  ARRL  and  QST,  when  an  anonymous 
anateur,  writing  under  the  title  "The  Old  Man", 
created  a  wonderful  series  of  humorous  stories 
in  the  magazine.  In  a  pithy,  irascible  style  he 
assailed  all  that  struck  him  as  criticizable 
about  ham  radio  operation  of  the  period  in  his 
famous  "Rotten  Radio"  series,  beloved  to  this 
day  by  all  who  read  it.  He  pitilessly  exposed 
the  poor  operating  practices  of  the  day,  yet  did 
it  in  a  way  which  drew  chuckles  even  from  those 
recognizing  themselves  as  the  special  targets  of 
his  ire. 

In  one  of  those  stories,  "Rotten  QRM",  he 
launched  forth  with  examples  of  some  of  the  poor 
sending  cluttering  up  the  band  in  a  particular 
QSO  to  which  he  was  listening.  The  gibberish 
included  the  words  "wouff  hong"  which,  apparent¬ 
ly,  was  being  used  by  someone  on  somebody  else. 

It  turned  out  to  be  one  of  those  pricless 
pieces  of  spontaneous  word  invention.  Instantly, 
it  caught  on  with  the  gang.  Although  T.O.M. 
himself  admitted  at  the  time  he  didn't  know 
exactly  vriiat  a  wouff  hong  was,  it  quickly  became 
something  with  which  both  to  attack  bad  operat¬ 
ing  practices  and  to  discipline  their  perpetra¬ 
tors.  Within  three  months,  the  editor  of  QST 
found  it. necessary  to  write  an  editorial  on  the 
growing  demand  from  the  membership  for  wouff 
hongs.  How  rapidly  this  situation  might  have 
developed  had  not  World.  War  I  intervened  is  a 
matter  of  speculation.  But  the  tradition  had 
been  established,  the  Wouff  Hong  created  in  the 
minds  of  thousands  of  amateurs  as  some  mythical 
instrument  of  torture  to  be  used  in  enforcing 
good  operating  practice  in  Amateur  Radio. 

When  QST  resumed  after  the  war,  one  of  its 
first  contributors  was  T.O.M.  In  as  early  1919 
issue  he  contributed  an  article  "Rotten  Start¬ 
ing"  to  work  off  steam  on  the  slowness  with 
which  our  government  was  getting  around  to  let  us 
operate  again.  At  the  conclusion  of  this  article 
appeared  the  following:  "In  the  meantime. . .1  am 
sending  you  a  specimen  of  a  real  live  Wouff  Hong 
which  came  to  light  out  here  when  we  started  to 


get  our  junk  out  of  cold  storage.  Keep  it  in  the 
Editorial  sanctum  where  you  can  lay  your  hands 
on  it  quickly  in  an  emergency.  We  will  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  transmit  soon  and  then  you  will  need 
it." 

The  object  was  duly  received  at  Hq.  The 
Editor,  fully  mindful  of  the  historic  signifi¬ 
cance  of  the  occasion,  took  the  instrument  to 
one  of  the  first  Board  meetings,  in  New  York, 
May  3,  1919,  subsequently  duly  reporting  in  QST 
that  "each  face  noticeably  blanched  when  the 
awful  Wouff  Hong  was... laid  on  the  table".  By  an 
action  still  a  part  of  the  League's  official 
records,  that  Board  voted  that  the  Wouff  Hong  be 
framed  and  placed  on  display  in  the  Hq.  offices 
of  the  League.  There  it  remains  to  this  day. 

We  know  the  significance  of  the  Wouff  Hong. 
We  don't  know  the  significance  of  its  weird 
shape.  Not  even  the  beloved  T.O.M.  (revealed 
after  his  death,  as  none  other  than  our  first 
president,  Hiram  Percy  Maxim)  ever  explained 
that.  Nor  was  the  precise  manner  of  its  use  ever 
prescribed,  although  it  perhaps  may  be  guessed 
with  a  little  imagination.  But  as  the  years 
passed,  it  continued  to  grow  in  the  affections 
of  amateurs  the  country  over,  old-timer  and 
youngster  alike.  It  became  the  inspiration  of 
the  Royal  Order  of  the  Wouff  Hong,  the  amateur 
secret  society  of  the  ARRL  convention.  Today,  it 
is  thoroughly  entrenched  in  the  lore  of  Amateur 
Radio  as  its  most  sacred  symbol. 

The  Wouff  Hong!  —  see  it  when  you  next 
visit  ARRL  hq.
